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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


During the school year 1959-60 the teachers in 
the Madison School were: Principal Frank Richard- 
son, grades 6, 7 and 8; Mrs. Ruth Chick, grades 4 and 5; 
Mrs. Linnie Giles, grades 1, 2 and 3. Mr. Richardson 
resigned at the end of the year to do a year of gradu- 
ate work. 


At the beginning of the current year Mrs. Chick 
and Mrs. Giles returned to their respective positions. 
Mr. Richardson was succeeded by Mr. Bertram Berube 
who is a graduate of Salem Teachers College and has a 
Master of Education Degree from the same college. 
He has taught in the Salem and Attleboro, Mass., 
schools. Madison is fortunate to have a staff of com- 
petent, effective teachers. 


The school health service continues under the ef- 
ficient direction of Mrs. Rebecca Sanborn, R. N. 


Total enrollment in the Madison School was 64 
pupils. In September 1960 the school opened with 
an enrollment of 62 pupils. This has increased to 67 
at this date. Estimated enrollment for 1961-62 is 72. 
There were 21 pupils enrolled at Kennett High School 
and the tuition rate was $355.00. The same number 
of pupils are enrolled this year and the tuition rate 
is $370.00. The announced tuition rate for 1961-62 
is $395.00. 


Mrs. Margaret Ward continues her magic in the 
lunch room where she serves excellent meals at very 
low cost. The lunch program again had a small sur- 
plus at the close of schoo] last June. 


At the last annual district meetings Effingham, 
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Freedom, Madison and Ossipee appropriated funds to 
be used for music instruction. These districts jointly 
engaged Mrs. Dagny Blouin as the music teacher. 
This is the first time our pupils have experienced the 
advantage of music instruction by a professionally 
trained music teacher. Mrs. Blouin holds the degree 
of Bachelor of Music, and has taken education courses 
at the University of New Hampshire. Necessarily 
the instruction this first year is elementary, but the 
children are making good progress and are enjoying 
the experience. Mrs. Blouin is to be complimented on 
the good work she is doing. 


During the current year the school building has 
been painted throughout the interior, and fire escapes 
installed on both classrooms in the main part of the 
building. A new set of swings was purchased and, 
with help from U. T. A. members, installed in front 
of the primary room. 


Last year a television receiver was installed and 
programs in science and New Hampshire history were 
received from WENH-TV Channel 11. This year an 
additional program in elementary French is being re- 
ceived and supplementary instruction in grades four 
through eight is provided by Mr. Berube. Television 
will become an increasingly important means of in- 
struction in our schools. 


It has been my privilege to serve as your superin- 
tendent of schools during the past fifteen years. My 
association with members of the school board, teach- 
ers, citizens, and pupils has been very pleasant, and is 
most earnestly appreciated.
